New Kinds of Hot Muffins 


Are the Answer to Picnickers 


By JUDITH WILSON . 
ERE’S something new for 
your bread box! Interesting 
breads that are’ just tthe thing 
for the sandwiches the ‘pnthus- 
iastic picnicker requires, and new 
muffins that are grand for the 
late Sunday breakfast or for that 
“something hot” to go with your 
luncheon salad. 


The newest of the hot breads 
that are rapidly gaining in favor, 
are those made with.-bananas. 
The mellow fruit being mashed 
right into the batter to produce 
a flavor that is new and delicious 
and a texture that is moist and 
fine. Bananas are plentiful and 
inexpensive and even the begin- 
ning cook ean muke these deli- 
cious breads if she follows the 
recipes given. 

Try serving hot banana muf- 
fins with a tart jelly at your next 
luncheon; or split the muffins 
and spread with a mild Holland 
or processed cheese and toast in 
the oven. Or slice the banana 
bread and spread with softened 
butter for delicious sandwiches. 
No spread or filling is required, 
as the flavor of the bananas 
baked into the bread is sufficient. 


Banana Bread 


Cream one-half cup butter and 
one cup sugar together. Add two 
eggs, well beaten and mix thor- 
oughly. Sift two cups pre-sifted 
flour with one teaspoon each of 
coda and baking powder and one- 
half teaspoon salt. Add to the 
first mixture alternately with one 
and one-third cups mashed ba- 
nana, about four bananas). Mix 
thoroughly and turn into a 
greased bread pan. Bake ih a 
moderate oven for about an haur 
and ten minutes. This makes one 
loaf about eight and a half by 
two and three-fourths inches. 

Banana Muffins 


Beat one egg. Add two tahle- 
spoons melted butter, two table- 
spoons milk and one cup thinly 
Sliced bananas. Stir until -the 
bananas are broken into small 
pieces. Mix and sift two table- 
spoons sugar, one-halt teaspoon 
salt, one cup pre-sifted flour, 
one-fourth teaspoon soda and one 
teaspoon baking powder, Add to 
the first mixture, stirring only 
until the flour disappears. Bake 
in well-greased muffin tins in a 
hot oven for half an hour. This 
makes eight small muffins. 

Fruit Brown Bread 

Break one package of ¢:y 
mincemeat into pieces, add one- 
half cup cold water, place over 
low heat and stir until all lumps 
are broken up Bring to a brisk 
boil and cook until the moisture 
has evaporated..Cool. Sift flour 
and measure one cup. Resift with
